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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the reference Shimlzu 
used in the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claims 1 and 13 does not teach view points that are essentially parallel to each other. The 
examiner maintains the rejection because the reference, Kaji teaches a first view point for the left eye, and a second view point for the 
right eye, in which their view directions are parallel, as described in column 3 lines 63-64 ("...the line of sight 31 of the left eye and the line 
of sight 33 of the right eye are in parallel..."), and as shown in Figure 6. The applicant also argues that the references Shimizu In view of 
Kajl do not teach one of the first and the second view points lies on the view path. However, Shimizu teaches one view point lying on the 
view path in column 16 lines 52-54 ("...the view point and the projection plane are updated in the direction of the depth of a three- 
dimensional image having a pipe path..."), therefore both the one view point, as shown in Figure 16, travels along the view path of the 
three-dimensional Image in a depth direction. 
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
